Ducal  coronet  or:  small  crown  of  gold  (or) ,  topped  with  eight  con¬ 
ventional  strawberry  leaves.

INTRODUCTION 


ANCIENT  LINEAGES 


The  early  records  of  SLAUGHTERS  (SLOGHTRES)  of  Slaughter, 
Gloucester,  England,  are  noted  in  Burke’s  LANDED  GENTRY,  p.2068: 

”Capt.  Jack  Hamilton  Slaughter,  formerly  of  Slaughter,  Sherwood 
Foresters,  present  representative  of  the  Slaughters,  of  Slaughter,  co. 
of  Gloucs.  (Gloucester),  born  1895;  married  Kathleen,  daughter  of  John 
Candlish  Lindsay . 

Lineage:  Robert,  son  of  Gerard  de  Sloghtre,  living  in  1185;  by 
Mary,  his  wife,  was  grandfather  of  Gerard  de  Sloghtre,  born  ca  1230; 
married  Isabel  (b.  1235) ,  sister  and  co-heiress  of  William  de  Albermere; 
and  was  father  of  William  Slaughter,  of  Slaughter;  married  Basilia, 
daughter  of  Thomas  de  Besyles,  of  Buckland.  His  son,  Henry  Slaugh¬ 
ter,  of  Slaughter,  living  1330;  married  daughter  of  Sir  John  Aston, 
of  Cold  Aston,  co.  of  Gloucs.  His  son,  John  Slaughter,  of  Slaughter, 
living  1359;  married  daughter  of  Thomas  Chandon,  of  Coberley,  co.  of 
Cloucs.  His  son,  Walter  Slaughter  had  son,  William  Slaughter,  living 
1413.  He  had  a  son,  Thomas  Slaughter;  married  Alice  Palmer,  of  co. 
of  Warwick;  died  1449,  leaving  younger  son,  who  was  ancestor  of  the 
Slaughters  of  Tenley,  and  another  son  John  Slaughter,  of  Slaughter ; mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Roger  Draycott,  of  Draycott,  Staffs  (Staff¬ 
ordshire)  ; father  of  John  Slaughter,  of  Slaughter,  born  1475;  married 
daughter  of  John  Chambers,  of  Atwell.  He  had  several  sons.  Third  son, 
Richard  Slaughter,  father  of  Richard  Slaughter,  of  Sutton,  Lines. 
(Lincolnshire),  born  ca  1520;  married  daughter  of  John  Bull,  of  Hereford. 
His  son,  Richard,  of  Sutton,  born  ca  1545;  had  George,  b.  1575;  father 
of  Edward,  b.1603;  father  of  Bellingham;  father  of  James;  father  of  John, 
born  1701;  father  of  John,  b  1730;  father  of  John,  b.  1760;  father  of  Will¬ 
iam  (Sir),  b.  1787  ......”

EARLY  VIRGINIA 


MIn  early  deeds  and  records  of  early  Virginia,  we  find  the  name  of 
SLAUGHTER  as  far  back  as  1635,  when  JOHN  SLAUGHTER  took  out  a 
patent  for  land,  30  May,  1635.  " 

"We  find  an  old  will  of  FRANCIS  SLAUGHTER . from  certi¬ 

fied  records  now  in  the  State  Library  of  Virginia.  In  this  quaint  will, 

he  speaks  of  his  mother-in-law,  Maragaret  Upton . his  brother-in- 

law,  Col.  Moses  Fauntleroy . his  wife  ELIZABETH . friend  and 

loving  brother,  Humphrey  Booth.  " 

"The  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Slaughter  Family  is  found  on  a  seal  to  a 
bond  of  WILLIAM  SLAUGHTER,  as  sheriff,  1685;  examined  by  the  ed¬ 
itor,  in  Essex  County  Clerk’s  office;  answering,  in  Burke's  LANDED 
GENTRY,  to  Slaughters  of  Gloucester  and  Worcester.  Arms:  A  salt¬ 
ire  azure. "

The  above  records  prove  the  early  Virginia  Slaughters’  Arms, 
with  Crest,  to  be  the  same  as  Arms  with  Crest  of  early  English  (Slogh- 
tres)  Slaughters,  of  Slaughter,  Gloucester,  England. 

This  indicates  genealogical  affiliation;  though  direct  descent  is  not  here¬ 
in  charted. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Virginia  Slaughters  did  not  include  the  Motto;  though 
this  appendage  was  of  ’later’  pattern;  not  in  general  use  until  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century. 

The  Motto  also  was  not  necessarily  hereditary. 

The  names  Robert,  John,  William,  James,  George  Slaughter,  of 
Gloucester,  England,  continue  in  the  Virginia  Families.

James  Slaughter  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War;  as  private, 
Lieutenant,  and  Captain.  (As  Captain,  appointed  by  his 
uncle,  Col.  George  Slaughter) . 

He  did  not  apply  for  a  pension  until  two  years  before  his 
death.  His  application,  9th  day  of  August,  1831,  under 
oath,  duly  signed,  in  Circuit  Court,  Logan  Co.  Ky.  ,  states: 

”. . .  .That  his  former  residence  was  in  Culpeper  Co.  Va . 

that  he  was  a  volunteer  in  the  first  Company  of  Minute  Men 
raised  in  that  county,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Robt. 
Patton,  and  served  in  that  capacity  about  six  months;  that 
. . .  in  the  fall  of  the  year  1779  he  was  appointed  a  Lieut,  in 
Capt.  Benjamin  Robert’s  Company,  of  Maj.  Geo.  Slaughter’s 
Corps,  of  Crockett’s  Regiment;  and  raised  his  quoto  of  re¬ 
cruits;  marched. .  .to  the  Falls  of  Ohio  (now  Louisville); 
that. .  .in  1780  CoL  Geo.  Rogers  Clark,  Commandant  of 
the  Western  District,  undertaked  an  expedition  against 
the  Indians,  and  appealed  to  Col.  or  Maj .  Slaughter  for  men; 
and  they  said  deponant  volunteered,  raised  a  Company,  and 
was  appointed  Captain;  and  commanded  a  Company  ,  in  that. . 
expedition. . .  about  five  weeks;  when  he  returned  and  re¬ 
joined  his  Company;  that  about  the  last  of  1780,  being  sick 
with  the  ague. . .  that  he  was  furloughed  by  his  uncle,  Col. 
George  Slaughter - that  he  returned  to  Virginia. .  was  in  bad

health . . .  did  not  recover  until  near  the  termination  of  the 
period  for  which  the  men  were  enlisted. . .  and  as  the  war  was 
at  an  end. . .  after  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  on  the  19th  of 
October,  1781,  he  did  not  return  to  Kentucky,  but  con¬ 
sidered  himself  in  service. .  .was  ready  to  obey  any  order 

which  he  might  receive . Signed:  James  Slaughter.  " 

(His  attorney,  Henry  N or thrup,  Louisville,  Ky.  ,  prepared 
Application.)

MAnd  the  said  Court  do  hereby  declare  their  opinion  that  the 
applicant  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  officer,  and  served 
in  the  manner  set  forth  by  him  in. . .  declaration.

James  Slaughter’s  declaration,  under  oath,  is  the  only  re¬ 
cord  of  his  Captaincy  found:  but  it  proves  his  acting  as  Cap¬ 
tain.,  (probably  non-commissioned  under  his  uncle,  Col.  George 
Slaughter) . 

”  Slaughter,  James,  (A.G.  50,163);  Lieut,  in  Crockett’s  Regt.  , 
Va.  State  Troops. .  .He  was  appointed  Lieut,  in  1779,  in 
Capt.  Benjamin  Robert's  Co.  ,  Col.  George  Slaughter’s 
Corps,  Crockett’s  Regt.  In  1780,  he  went  with  Genl.  Clark 
on  an  expedition  against  the  Indians,  returned  sick,  and  did 
not  rejoin  his  command  in  Kentucky.  He  served  to  Dec.  , 

1781,  when  his  Regt.  was  disbanded.”

After  the  war  he  removed  to  Mercer  Co.  ,  Ky;  resided  there 
some  years,  near  Harrodsburg. 

He  was  married  (2),  to  Mrs.  Ann  (Nancy)  (Johnson)  Johnson. 

No  issue.  (Letter,  1960,  Mr.  John  Frederick  Dorman.) 

He  was  married  (3),  1830,  to  Mildred  Bocock.  No  issue. 

(DAR  Paper  339298.  Mr.  Dorman.  Brumbaugh,  as  above ; 
p.  570.)  • 
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"Towards  the  end  of  his  life  he  married  Mildred - , 

thirty  or  forty  years  younger  than  himself . Mildred 

Slaughter,  widow  of  James,  was  administratrix  of  his  will. . . 
24th  May,  1839,  Mildred  Slaughter  writes  from  Oak  Grove, 
(Christian  Co.)  Ky."  (Brumbaugh;  p.  570.) 

James  Slaughter  wrote  his  will  27  August,  1831,  Logan  Co.  Ky. 

added  a  Codicil,  12  November,  1833.  Will  was  probated  2  Dec. 
1833,  Logan  Co.  Ky.  This  will  names: 

"...  My  beloved  wife  Mildred  Slaughter  ...  To  the  children 
of  my  son,  Wm.  H.  Slaughter  ...  To  the  children  of  my  dau¬ 
ghter  TABBY  COOK,  deed. . .  To  the  children  of  son  Arthur 
Slaughter  ...  To  children  of  daughter  Susan  Bell,  deed. . .  To 
children  of  daughter  Betsy  Gatewood. . .  To  children  of  son 
Matthew. . .  To  the  children  of  son  Robert  F. ,  deed. .  .To  my 
daughter  Patsey  Allenworth  . . .  My  beloved  wife  Mildred  Sla¬ 
ughter.  . .  Richard  Bibb  Jr.  and  Thomas  Slaughter. . .  Execut¬ 
rix  and  Executors  of  this  my  last  will . . .  this  27th  day  of  Aug.

probate.

Militia, 
under  Capt.  James  Henderson.  (RECORDS:  p.  178;  Va.  State 
Library.  HISTORY  OF  MONROE  CO. ,  VA. ;  Oren  F.  Morton; 
p.  329.  DAR  Paper  #  296099:  Mrs.  Bennett  F.  Hughes.) 

His  will,  written  1779,  Greenbrier  Co. ,  Va.  ,  named  his  wife 
Susannah;  named  only  four  of  his  eight  children.  He  bequeathed 
lands  to  his  sons  Jacob  and  VALENTINE  Cook;  directed  div¬ 
ision  of  his  remaining  property  between  his  sons  William 
and  Adam,  also  William’s  daughter,  Jean  (Jenny).  He  mentioned 
his  grist  and  powder  mills.  He  signed  his  will  as  VALLENTINE 
COOK,  with  seal;  18  Nov.  ,  1797;  Greenbrier  Co.  ,  Virginia. 

He  was  buried  on  his  farm,  Cook’s  Fort.

ture.  ...  in  appearance  much  like  an  Indian.  This  fact,  and  his

that  they  acquired  their  power  of  oratory  from  him,  as  in  that 
art  he  excelled.  His  large  audiences  were  sometimes  so  en¬ 
chanted,  that  in  their  spasms  of  ecstacy,  their  hair,  being  worn 
in  queues,  in  their  jerkings,  would  pop  like  whips.  "

These  are  the  opening  lines  within  a  faded  book,  written  by 
GULIEMUS  HENRY  BEAUMONT  M.D.  ;  (  son  of  a  French- 
blooded  father,  of  England,  Virginia,  Tennessee);  an  early  day 
Texas  physician;  a  Confederate  soldier. 

At  the  age  of  seventy  four,  from  an  invalids  chair,  this 
proud  old  gentleman,  in  frail  script,  recorded  genealogy, 
history,  and  word  portraits  of  his  BEAUMONTS,  of  Yorkshire 
England;  who  immigrated  to  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  in  1817. 

He  wove  his  family  thread  further;  connecting  the  BEAUMONTS 
with  Hie  COOKS  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky. 


"My  two  uncles,  Charles  William  Beaumont,  and  Mathias 
Beaumont,  being  agents  for  the  British  Government  for  the 
purchase  of  tobacco,  made  trips  across  the  Atlantic,  be¬ 
tween  Liverpool  and  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  U.S. . .  .In  1817 
they  located  here. . .  established  themselves  in  the  tobacco 
business;  carried  on  an  extensive  trade. . . .  Their  oldest  bro¬ 
ther  Joseph,  in  Liverpool,  never  immigrated  to  this  country. . . 
His  descendants  now,  1910. . .  all.  . .  reside  in  Huddersfield, 
Yorkshire,  England. " 

"Uncle  Charles  W.  married  a  Miss  Haxhall,  of  Virginia; 
a  most  beautiful  lady,  with  an  angelic  disposition;. .  .She  bore 
him  two  daughters,  Mary  Ann  and  Clara  Haxhall  Beaumont, 
my  favorite  cousin,  after  whom  I  named  my  eldest  daughter, 
Clara.  (  Clara  (Beaumont)  Bell) . 
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Uncle  Charles  Beaumont  was  highly  educated,  speaking 
Latin  and  Greek;  and  was  a  graduate  in  Medicine. .  .He  never 
practiced,  except  in  charity.  " 

"A  few  years  after  they  established  themselves  in  Lynch¬ 
burg,  their  mother,  with  her  two  youngest  sons,  William,  my 
father,  and  Henry  F.  Beaumont. .  .  came  over. . .  They  later 
moved  to  Clarksville,  Tennessee,  on  the  Cumberland  River. 

They  built  a  great  tobacco  emporium.  Here,  'Beaumont  Brothers', 
for  many  years,  carried  on  a  successful  business.  " 


"The  site  of  Clarksville  is  on  seven  hills.  On  the  summit 
of  the  sixth,  my  father's  residence  stood;  with  an  expansive 
yard  (note:  deed  states  thirty  two  acres),  containing  trees 
of  choice  kinds,  with  a  variety  of  shrubbery  and  flowers;  all 
under  the  supervision  of  my  mother.  "  (Susan  Bell  (Cook) Beau¬ 
mont)  . 

"The  place  commanded  a  view  of  twelve  miles  up  the  Cumberland. 
A  most  exciting  sight  was  that  of  the  magnificent  steam  boats, 
plying  from  New  Orleans  to  Nashville,  racing  at  night,  like 
great  monsters,  with  great  eyes  (their  furnaces),  coming 
around  the  bend;  the  pulsations  causing  the  very  hills  to 
quiver.  " 

"Grandmother  Beaumont  had  only  one  daughter,  Elizabeth. 

She  had  been  betrothed  to  a  "Lord  Somebody";  but  Elizabeth 
joined  her  brothers  and  mother,  in  America,  and  married  Mr. 
Ferguson,  an  honorable  and  high  toned  citizen.  Their  daughter  , 
Maria  Virginia  Ferguson  married  a  Mr.  Statham,  of  Lynch¬ 
burg.  " 

"My  father,  William  married  Miss  Susan  Bell  Cook,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  famous  Methodist  pioneer  preacher  of  Kentucky, 
Valentine  Cook.  His  wife,  (Tabitha  Slaughter)  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Capt.  James  Slaughter,  brother  of  Gabriel  Slaughter, 
Governor  of  Kentucky . "

MATTHEW  BEAUMONT:  b.  1748,  at  Halifax,  Yorkshire, 

England;  of  French  ancestry.  nThey  came  over  there 
(England)  with  William  the  Conqueror”  (1066) ,  is  within 
most  Beaumont  Family  data;  but  without  consecutive  records.) 

His  birth  date,  not  available,  was  computed  from  death  date, 

1803,  also  age,  fifty-five  years,  in  record  procured  by  Mrs.M. 
A.J.  Langford,  Genealogist,  Brighton,  Sussex,  England,  1961. 

Yorkshire  records,  Halifax,  Huddersfield,  Slaithwaite,  and 
other  villages,  abound  in  Beaumonts,  other  than  MATTHEW 
and  his  oldest  son  JOSEPH  (II— I,  later).  They  had  American 
Beaumonts’  given  names,  Charles,  William,  Henry,  Francis, 
Mary,  Maria,  Ann,  Elizabeth;  indicating  the  possible  root 
of  MATTHEW  BEAUMONT  and  his  descendants. 

(Copy,  Records:  from  Mrs.  Langford.) 

MATTHEW  BEAUMONT  was  first  a  mason;  later,  1799,  he  is 
recorded  as  a  Tobacconist. 

His  grandaughter,  Mrs.  Clara  (Beaumont)  Wisdom  stated,  1912: 
’’Grandfather  wove  and  manufactured  fine  broadcloth,  which 
gentlemen  always  wore.  .1  never  knew  ours  to  wear  anything  else.  ” 
DIRECTORY,  1838,  by  —  White;  (Author)  Slaithwaite,  York¬ 
shire,  England  gives:  ’’Woolen  Manufacturers  -  Joseph  Beaumont.” 

DIRECTORY,  1822,  by  E.  Baine,  of  Huddersfield,  Yorkshire, 

Eng.  gives: 

’’Tea  Dealers-  Tobacco  and  Snuff-  Manufacturers,  Wholesale- 
Joseph  Beaumont,  Market  Place.  ” 

This  indicates  that  JOSEPH  (  II-I )  carried  on  the  two  manufact¬ 
uring  projects  of  his  father,  MATTHEW.

MATTHEW  BEAUMONT  married,  1778,  at  Halifax,  Yorkshire: 
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Marriage  By  Banns,  13  March,  1778,  at  Halifax: 

"Matthew  Beaumont,  mason,  of  Halifax,  and  Mary  Boothroyd, 
of  the  same  place,  by  me,  E.  Nilson,  Curate."

MARY  (  BOOTHROYD  )  BEAUMONT  MOORHOUSE  evidently 
was  widowed  (2nd)  before  1818,  when  she  came  into  Lynch¬ 
burg,  Virginia.  She  also  must  have  removed  to  Hudders¬ 
field,  Yorkshire,  Eng.  She  possible  joined  her  oldest  son 
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Joseph  there.  Her  tombstone  inscription,  1840,  at  Clarksville,

Today,  Henry  F.  Beaumont  and  his  saintly  wife,  Sarah  Anderson

Suddenly  a  large  force  .  .was  moving 
in  on  us. ..  I  was  in  command  of  Company  F.  ,  the  Captain  being 
sick. .  .  Colonel  Harrison. . .  said:  "Lieutenant  form  your  Com¬ 
pany.  .  .hold  your  position,  while  I  form  the  Regiment  behind 
you,  to  supporting  position". . .  The  heavy  firing  of  the  enemy. . 
made  it  impossible  for  men  or  horses  to.  .face. .  and  stand 
still. . .  I  ordered  with  all  the  vehemence  I  possessed.  . .  Gabe 
Beaumont  of  Company  A.  .  said:  "I  will  stand.  Form  your 
Company  on  me.  "  He  took  his  stand. .  .The  bullets  were  fly¬ 
ing.  .  .1  heard  a  ball  strike  near  Beaumont. .  .1  saw  his  gun  fall, 
but  he  stood  perfectly  still,  until  I  approached.  I  asked:  "  Gabe 
are  you  badly  hur^?"  He  replied:  "I  think  I  am.  "  I  sent  him 
off,  with  a  man  to  help  him.  He  was  shot  out  of  service,  but  he 
demonstrated.  . . .  what  true  bravery  could  accomplish.  I  met 
this  brave  hero,  many  years  later,  in  Coleman,  Texas.  He  had 
made  a  success  of  his  profession. . .  " 

Dr.  Beaumont’s  daughter,  Stella  (Beaumont)  McCord,  added 
to  this,  as  it  had  been  related  to  her  by  her  father;  that  he  was 
offered  an  officer’s  place  of  honor,  but  modestly  refused  it, 
explaining  that  he  didn’t  want  to  be  advanced  over  men  so  much 
older  than  himself.
